Military Bar | 


Citizens Out 
of Limerick 


LIMERICK, April 21.—tThe first 
show of organized resistance to the 
proclamation of a military area here 
occurred tonight when 500 or more 
men and women strikers who had spent 
the afternoon at the hurling games at 
Cahirdavan field, in County Clare, out- 
side of Limerick, attempted to cross the 
Sarsfield bridge over the Shannon river 
without showing the required passes. 
They were turned back by the sentry. 

When the first strikers were refused 
admittance to the city they were joined 
by others, but hefofe the crowd grew 
to very large proportions the guard 
was quickly reénforced, the engine of a 
tank stationed at the Limerick side of 
the bridge was started, and guns were 
trained on the crowd. 

Fifty members of the royal Irish con- 
stabulary hastened from the barracks 
and took a position at the center of the 
bridge, effectively blocking it. 


Situation Is Acute. 

Up until 8 o’cleck tonight there had 
been no shooting or disorders, but the 
leaders admitted the situation was 
acute. A Franciscan monk, barehead- 
ed and sandled, came to the bridge and, 
after talking with the military com- 
mander, conversed with strike leaders, 
but his efforts were without result. 

At 10 o'clock tonight an armored car 
took its position at the bridge behind 
the constabulary while another was 
sent to the Streets of the city. At that 
time the crowd at the bridge continued 
its march up and down the other. side 
of the river. Shortly after 9 o'clock 
a cart loaded with milk and bread ar- 
rived from Clare, the supplies being 
furnished by the temperance society 
there. The march of the strikers was 
interrupted until the food was dis- 
tributed. 

Speech by Strike Leader. 

This afternoon, while the games were 
going on at Cahirdavan field, Tom 
Johnson, the strike leader, addressed 
the people and told them not to show 
passes to re@nter the city and if the. 
troops refused them admission to re- 
‘main at the Clare end of the bridge 
until they had won the strike. He 
promised they would be fed and cared 
for as long as they remained from 
home. 

Some of the marchers, tired out, 
were grouped under the trees at the 
Clare end of the bridge late tonight 
and were singing _songs, including 
“The Red Flag.” A Franciscan monk 
addressed them, counseling good or- 
der. 

It was reported that some had left 
the crowd and had returned to the 
city by taking a circuitous route and 
crossing the river near the old castle. 

The strikers say they will stay all 
night and all day tomorrow if neces. 
sary. Among them are many wom- 
en, who say they will stay as long as 
thé men. 


Report German Troops

New York, April 21.—German troops 
have attacked the American Red 
Cross mission at Kovno, Lithuania, 
according to a cablegram received 
here today by the Lithuanian national 
council from its Paris representative. 

The cablegram read: 

“The American Red Cross mission 
at Kovno, Lithuania, has been at- 
tacked by German soldiers. While de- 
{fending the Americans one Lithuanian 
soldier was killei. This aroused the 
greatest indignation in Kovno and the 
funeral of the hero developed into a 
great demonstration against the Ger- 
mans,”

was watching the lighting of the jew- 
eled curtain that was flung across the 
sky line and joining in songs of victory. 

Fireworks, the burning of red fire on 
the twin white altars of victory, the. 
blazing peacock colors of the Victory 
altar closed the night spectacle. Flags 
were fiying from every window and 
from all the poles where the winged 
Victories perched. Bands and a great 
choir and an orchestra led the people In 
this outdoor celebration that marked 
the beginning of the campaign. 

Auditorium Meeting. _ 

The more formal celebration in the 
theater was preceded by a program of 
music that stirred the patriotic emo- 


tions of the great crowd to a point 


where oratory and the spoken appeal 
were almost unnecessary. The Chicago 
Symphony orchestra and the Paulist 
choir had the stage.

“ Miss Snyder notified J. F. Kolar, 
manager of the hotel, and Dr. J. Pruyn 
Stringfield. They found the woman in 
the bathroom, lying on a blanket. She 
was in convulsions, but able to talk. 

“I swallowed seven tablets of bi- 
chloride of mercury yesterday [Sun- 
day],” she said, “but they didn’t kill 
me. They only make me sick.”

Lee, his mechanician, from the Great 
Lakes Naval Training station, looped 
for Liberty in a seaplane yesterday 
and landed in the lake.

WHAT THE LEAGUE WILL MEAN 


FOR US. 

The Italfan-Jugo-Slav crisis offers the American 
people a timely example of the possibilities of Euro- 
@ean politics. 

The Jugo-Slav Serbs have been through six years 
of almost continucus warfare, beginning with the 
war upon Turkey in 1912 to the signing of the 
armistice last November. The Croats and Slovenes 
have been in war since 1914. The Italians fought 
with the Turks in Tripoli in 1911 and have been 
through three and a half years of the world war. 
Yet today these peoples, divided in two bitterly hos- 
tile camps, are gathering their fortes for another 
conflict. If they are war weary it does not show. 
They desire other things more than peace. They 
would rather go on fighting than give up what 
each considers essential to their national safety 
and prosperity. The terrors.and sacrifices of war 
which our pacifists are continually preaching and 
which these people have experienced in full meas- 
ure have not brought them to the point at which 
they are willing to compromise rather than fight. 

Americans should ponder this situation. They 
have before them a demonstration of what keeping 
the peace of Europe ts going to mean. They may 
bave an opinion as to whether the Italians are 


and wrong. They may be willing to sit in a jury 
or be the judge of the cause. 

But—are they willing to execute the decree? 
All over America there ts a strong sentiment for 
the American ideal of a league of nations. But we 
concetve of it as a friendly codperation of peoples 
who wish above all other things to avoid war, of 
peoples determined to get along with each other, to 
be good neighbors, to codperate and compromise 
and arbitrate rather than cut throats and destroy 
aities. 

So far as we can fufige from the existing condl- 
ms in Europe a league of nations will be no such 
: ht vestibule of the millennium. It will, at 
best, be a league of force to make war against war 
makers. Perhaps we are ready to enter such a 
league. Perhaps Americans are ready to go back 
into the battle line to force an Italian claim to 
Wiume or a Jugo-Slav claim to the Dalmatian coast, 
to make and defend a Polish corridor to the Baltic, 
to @efend a French claim to the Saar valley, a Brit- 
ish claim to German Hast Africa, a Japanese claim 
to Corea, or a Corean claim to Corea.

This is about as distngenuous and deceptive a 
statement of the case as could be made. The in- 
ference intended is that the darkened intelligence; 
of the opposition has been enlightened and “ won 
over™ to the league idea. Of course, nothing of 
the sort has taken place. To begin with, the “ op- 
position,” except for a small minority, was not op- 
position to a league of nations, but opposition to 
the particular covenant for a league of nations 
afiopted from its British 
@raftemen and put up to the American people 
with a virtua] ultimatum against amendment. 

The opposition to that covenant has not been/ 
“ reduced” or altered. It is the covenant that has 
been altered. To say that Senator Cummins, who 
made one of the most effective assaults upon the 
original draft, has been won over is a plain falst- 
fication. It is the Paris conference, especially Mr. 
Wilson, that has been won over to the main objec- 
tions of the oppdsition. 
It does not matter in the long run which side was 
won over so long as we keep America’s fingers out 
of the machinery of continental imperialist poll- 
tics. But it does matter from the viewpoint of 
justice and immediate political judgment that what 
has happened shall not be obscured and that credit 
shall go where it is due. Itis not Mr. Wilson, who 
wanted the Paris covenant adopted without amend- 
ment, or Mr. Taft and Mr. Lowell and others, who 
would have had it accepted without amendment 
rather than refused, who forced its amendment in 
the interest of America and thus made it possible 
for us at least to consider its 
amended form. It was Republican senators who 
signed the resolution aghinst adoption without 
amendment, facing the abuse of blind Wilson parti- 
sans and of pacifists throughout the country. 

By replying to. Mr. Wilson’s ultimatum with an 
ultimatum of their own, these senators forced the 
changes in the Paris covenant which have re- 
moved most of the dangerous features and hence 
naturally, in the same degree, removed opposition. 
We ought not to forget their names. They are:

(From the Toronto Globe.] 


Under this heading CHIcaco TRIBUN®D girds 
at the United States army commanders who have 
been decorated by the British government for services 
on the field. The other day Gen. Plumer, acting on 
behalf of King George, conferred on an American 
major general a K. C. B., and on three of his officers 
a K. C. M. G. apiece. THD TRIBUND quotes against 
them the paragraph in the first article of the United 
States constitution, decreeing that no title of nobility 


shall be granted by the United tSates, and no person 
holding any office of profit or trust shall, without 
the consent of congress, “accept of any present, 
office, or title of any kind whatever from any king, 
prince, or foreign state.” 

The British government or the British king must be 
innocent of any intention to flout republican sim- 
plicity. In these cases a K. C. B. or a K. C. M. G. 
is merely honorary and complimentary. One of them 
was given to Gen. Pershing and another to former 
Ambassador Gerard, but nobody at the time imagined 
that these distinguished Americans would be called 
“girs” either at home or in Europe. 
decorations would have been perhdps more appro- 
priate, but the K. C. B. and the K. C. M. G. were 
chosen as marks of special favor. The recipients can 
plead that the tokens are neither presents, nor offices, 
nor titles, and therefore do not call for congressional 
consent, or for the congressional inquiry demanded 
by some of their countrymen, who. profess to scent a 
royalist plot to undermine the United States con- 
stitution and seduce highly placed Americans from 
democratic principles.

| MORE FLU STATISTICS. 


prevailing epidemia of influenza 
as it prevailed in eight localities in 
Maryland. ane 

The survey was made between Nov. 20 
and Dec. 15. The method employed was 
to send a visitor to each home to inquire 
whether any one had been sick with 
influenza or pneumonia since Aug. 1. If 
the answer was yes, the inquirer asked 
the sex and age of the sick, the diag- 
nosis, and whether or not the {fliness 
terminated in death. It is to be noted 
that the facts, including the diagnosis, 
came from the family and may or may 
not have been based on opinions of 
physicians. | | 

The survey showed that 28 per cent of 
the population had had the disease, that 
it had caused the death of .52 of 1 per 
eent of the entire population—a little lesa 
than .005 of the population—and that 
of each 100 who had developed the dis- 
ease 1.9 had died and 98.1 had recovered 
on the average. 

The survey indicated that the disease 
Was more prevalent and caused more 
deaths per 1,000 population in the rural 
districts than in the cities, though a 
slightly smaller percentage of the sick 
country people died. This is in accord- 
ance with the general opinion that the 
disease hit the country harder than it 
did the city. ie 

An average of 84.1 per cent of the cases 
‘was diagnosed as influenza, 6.2 per cent 
as pneumonia, and 9.7 per cent as doubt- 
ful. |

the disease were in the order given: 1, 
6 to 9; 2, 10 to 14; 3, 15 to 19: 4, 26

However, the severity of the disease 
varied greatly among the different age 
groups. The order of severity, as shown 
by ths death rate per 1,000 living, was 1,

to 74; 6, 30 to 34; 6, 20 to 24; 7, 35 to 89; 
8, 65 to 69; 9, 60 to 64. The death rates 
were very low in age groups 6 to 20 
and 45 to 60. 

Of those who sickened with the dis- 
ease the deaths per 100 were fewest in 
ages 6 to 20 and 45 to 60. They were 
most frequent among ages 70 to 174, 65 
to 69, over 75, 60 to 64, and under 5. 

This conclusion is not that shown by 
the deaths in Chicago in 1918. In that 
city the deaths in 1918 were 6,500 in 
excess of those in 1917. There was no 
excess in ages under 1, 1 to 5, 5 to 20, 
and over 60. The entire excess fell in 
group 20 to 50. However, Chicago babies 
under 1 did so well in July and August 
that when the epidemic started in Octo- 
ber their death rate was much to the 
good. The death rate of babies under 1 
in October, November, and December 
was high enough to use up the margin.

une.J—The followimg interesting anec- 
dote of Gen. Pershing is related by my 
cousin, Capt. Terry Van Camp of the 
American Red Cross, in a recent letter 
from France to his parents in this coun- 


try: 
“Gen. Pershing devoted Thursday to 
inspecting the vast warehouses at 


Gievres, which ws three miles away. 
Capt. Snyder, in charge of the Red Cross 


warehouse, told me of seeing Gen. Per- 
shing coming down in his car at his 
usual rate of speed when going from 
place to place (fifty miles an hour or 
better), and in passing a peasant’s cart 
loaded with firewood the hoarse became 
frightened and, lunging to the side, half 
of the brush slid off. The peasant was 
an old man, Capt. Snyder said, at least 
75 years, and very bent. Gen. Pershing 
ordered his driver to stop while he got 
out and went back and helped the old 
man pick up the bundies—a bright exam- 
ple of the chivalry of American soldiers.”’

At present the Illinois law permits 
a ten hour worRing day and a seyenty 
hour working week for women.

PRESERVE THE SKOKIE. 

An editorial in the World's Greatest 
Newspaper the other day points out the 
danger of losing another wild spot in 
the vicinity of Chicago through a bill 
now before the legislature to drain the 
Skokie marshes. It seems that the 
effort is being opposed by many of the 
owners of Skokie land and by the Cook 
county forest preserve commission. We 
hope they succeed, as we cannot afford 
to lose that beautiful piece of marsh- 
land, and its destruction by drainage 
ditches would take away much of the 
attraction of lands already acquired by 
the forest preserve. 

The Skokie has a historical value 
that should not be overlooked, for here 
was the “Quiet lake” of the Winne- 
bagoes and near by stood the Mission 
of the Guardian Angel, Cook county’s 
first religious institution. Skokie is 
ideally located as a game refuge and as 
a bit of wild country for tired city 
folke—the only bit of marsh near by on 
the north that the drainage ditches 
haven't destroyed. The ditches have 
already taken away our Sag; Wolf lake 
is soon to be drained; Calumet and 
Lake George cannot last muohwonger. 
This reclamation business is being 
“run into the ground,” as the saying 
goes. Said the Trisunez editorial: 

“The proposed drainage bill ex- 
presses a short-sighted view, and a 
small selfish interest should not be al- 
lowed to overrule in the assembly con- 
siderations of genuine broad public 
benefit.”

THE OLD LAWN... 
{Conclusion of yesterday's article. 
Thin spots, including those left by 
grubbing out’ weeds, and unsightly 
paths should be forked up, @ little of 
the quick acting manures (listed yes- 
terday) raked in, and reseeded with the 
same mixture as the remainder of the 
lawn. At. least the larger of such 
patches must be protected from tres- 
passers with brush or barricade till a 
vigorous growth is again established. 
If lpcal conditions render a path un- 
avoidable, it fs best to imbed fiat 
stepping stones, the centers 28 to 30 
inches apart. They should be flush 
with the ground to facilitate mowing. 

Mowing is necessary, at any time the 
grass reaches the height of two and 
one-half to three inches, .until frost, 
usually the first week in October. The 
Brass must not be permitted to ex- 
haust itself by going to seed. Cut it 
down to 1% inches, using a twelve inch 
ball bearing lawn mower with canvas 
grass catcher... 


It is ight running and easily manip- 
ulated in cl uarters. Clippings 


should be fed before wilting to poul- 

, rabbits, or other stock. During 
the hottest part of summer the grass 
collector should be detached and the 
clippings left on the lawn as @ mulgh 
to conserve soil moisture. 

Careful, thorough weeding is imper- 
ative in May and September. With an- 
nuals it is sufficient to prevent the de- 
velopment of seed, but perennials must 


be grubbed out entirely. At least half 
the roots of dandelion must be re 
moved to avoid their springing uP 
again from what was left. If such 
shoots are persistently cut off under 
the surface, the plant will eventually 
be smothered out. A chisel pointed 
weeder serves the purpose. ; 

Encourage the decoration of school- 
rooms with wreaths and garlands of 
dandelion flowers to prevent the subse- 
quent scattering of seeds; gather the 
greens for pot herbs; root up the plants 
for winter forcing; make dandelion 
wine of the roots—do what is possible 
to eradicate this pest whieh ultimately 
crowds out our best lawn grasses. 

If; the weeds are beyond control en; 
tirely, better spade or plow them under, 


let the ground lie fallow for the sea-’ 


son, hoe and rake up such weeds as 
spring up from time to time, and start 


a new lawn next spring. A handful, 


of lime dusted over spots which pro- 
duce’ undesirable mushrooms or other 
fungi will eradicate them. 


If the lawn turns a gray brown in 
spots the grass is only dormant and 
will sprout again in cool weather. If 
it turns a rusty red it is definitely killed 
and more than likely by light, superfi- 
cial sprinkling, as explained yesterday. 
Kentucky blue grass is entirely adapt- 
ed to this region, is highly tolerant of 
neglect, and makes the handsomest of 
lawns. Only sow thickly and prevent 
thin spots for the lodgement of weed 
seeds, restore fertility with annugl win- 
ter dressing, applied after the ground 
is first frozen hard, and the lawn will 
endure indefinitely.
